Street car collisions in which eleven 
persons were hurt occurred in the heavy 
fog this morning, and all trains were 
delayed from one to three hours. The 
fog lasted nearly four hours after dawn. 
One of the most serious of the col- 
lisions occurred at 9 a. m. at Newstead 
and Finney avenucs, where a heay tool 
Car ran into a Page car that was on its 
way downtown carrying as many pas- 
sengers as could climb aboard. Four 
passengers were injured and many more 
were badly frightened. 

Arthur Shaw and William Walsh were 
among the injured. Two women who 
were hurt were. put aboard the west- 
bound car and hurried to a physician's 


office. One was Miss stella Carr of 
vl4i Ridge avenue. 
The force of the collision was so 


great that both cars jumped the track, 
and the crash was heard for several! 
blocks. The cars were badly damaged. 
t took 20 mintites to get them back on 
the tracks. The car, with its broken 
Window panes and caved-in vestibule, 
was sent to the repair shops. 

Several who had only been cut by 
glass refused treatment and proceeded 
on their journey downtown. That many 
were not seriously injured is considered 
remarkable. There was a rush for the 
door when the impact came, and many 
received bruises in the jam at the door 4 
The screams. of the women, one or 
two of whom fainted, and were pushed 
aside by the  struggline passengers, 
added to the horror of : situation. 
The street car was running east, and 
the tool car was just rounding the curve 
going from Newstead avenue to the west 
bound track on Finney avenue. The fog 
was very dense and the motorman, not 
expecting any car at the curve, which 
leads to the car barn, a block away, 
was running his car at a fair speed. 
The tool car rounded the curve at a 
z00d rate of speed, and the cars met 
head-on.

MEXICO, Mo., Feb. 27.—One man was 
killed and 20 injured, some only slightly, 

by « head-on collision, due to the heavy 
fog here this morning between the east- 
bound Wabash accommodation train du> 

in St. Loufs at 11 a. m, and a westbound 
freight train switching in the railroad 
yards, 

William Slucing of Moberly, Mo., en- 
gineer of the passenger train, was the 
man killed. He was scalded to death in 
the debris of his cab. 

Robert Maxwell of Moberly, fireman 
of the passenger train, wus bruised and 
scalded before he was rescued from the 
wree 

Others injured were: 

J.  F. Marshall of Mexico, Mo., 
Senger, scalp wounds and bruised 
being hurled across the coach. 

Harry Davis, Moberly, Mo., 
messenger and baggageman, 
by trunks hurled upon him.

Very Few Passengers Unhurt. 


It is said that the only persons on 
the passenger train who escaped unhurt 
were a Mrs. McGrath of Centralia, Mo., 


and her five children. They were in 
the rear coach. There were 30 passen- 
gers on the train. 

The collision occurred at 7:23 a. m., 
one-half mile west of.the Wabash pas- 
Senger station In Mexico. A thick fog 
prevented persons seeing more than a 
few feet from them. 


The first. section of westbound fre ight 
train No. 97, with 25 cars, started west 
from the station on the track on Which 
the accommodation was due in a few 
minutes, the crew intending to reach a 
switch before the passenger came along, 

The freight train was running up grad» 
about 20 miles an hour and had almost 
reached the switch when the. collision 
occurred. The passenger train, with 
baggage and mall cars and three coach- 
es, Was running down the grade 25 miles 
anu hour. 

The passenger tratn whistled for a 
crossing a few minutes before the crash, 
but members of the freight crew savy 
they did not hear the whistle or the 
rumble of the train. They could not sée 
on xccount of the fog. 

Engineers and tiremen had no time 
to jump before the trains struck. 


Light Engine Against Mogul, 


The passenger train was drawn bv a 
light locomotive and the -¢reight by a 
heavy mogul.’ In the collision the pas- 
senger engine was completely ‘wrecked 
and knocked from the track. The pas- | 
Senger cars were not derailed and were 
little damaged, the passengers being in- 
jured by being hurled from their seats 
by the shock. 

The freight locomotive was little tn- 
jured and none of the freight crew was 
hurt. The tender telescoped the first 
fre'@mht car. 

Engineer Slucing of the passenger 
train and Fireman Maxwell were both 
pinned in the debris of their locomo- 
tive and rescuers had to chop their way 
to them. Hot water and steam poured 
over them, 

Maxwell was removed quickly and is 
expec ted to recover from his injuries. 
Phe rescuers had a hard time getting 
to the engineer and he was dead when 
they lifted him from the wreck. 

All the Injured are in Mexico.

BOY OWNER MOURNS LOSS 





Tells Touching Story of Find- 
ing and Caring For Tor- 
tured Animal. 





Over the portals of every medical col- 
inscribed three words, 
declared Judge Pollard in the Dayton 
Street Police C. rt Tuesday. These 


words should be: 
Justice, Humanity, Mercy. 


Because these virtues had not been 
practiced by Stephen D. Hancock, a 


medieal student who was before the 
court on a charge ot leaving a mutil- 
ated dog to die in an alley, Judge Pol- 
lard imposed a fine of $50. 

“If this vivisection is necessary,’’ the 
Judge said, “then it should not be done 
with such heartless, needless cruelty. 
This poor, unfortunate dog was taken 


We do not know whether anesthetics 
were used. With his body still torn 
open that dumb suffering animal was 
thrown into an alley where he lay for 
three‘hours suffering untold tortures in 
the cold before death finally ended fhe 
terrible suffering. No effort was made 
to kill the dog after he had been so 
cruelly mutilated. 

“A dumb animal has feelings just as 
you and I have; its nervous system is as 
sensitive; and these animals are en- 
titled to consideration. They should be 
protected. 


No Extenuating Circumstances, 
“One of the faculty from the Phys- 


icilans’ and Surzeons) Meuical College,

Brown Expert Says Miss Ke!- 
ly’s Injuries Might Have 
Been Stigmata. 


One of the points to be determined by 
the jury im the case of Grace M. Kelly 
against George Warren Brown and 
Mrs. Bettie B. Brown in Judge Allen's 
court is whether knuckle marks on the 
breast of Miss Kelly, alleged to have ré- 
sulted from blows of Mrs. Brown's fist.

Dr. Charles H. Hughes, alienist and

Dr, Hughes testified to his belief 
based on the evidence he had heard in 
the case, that Miss Kelly was suffering 
from neurasthenia Oct. 29. 1904, when. 
she asserts, she was assaulted, and said 
that one suffering - from that disease 
might imagine things that had not oc- 
curred and be so impreased by the hal- 
lucination ag to experience ill effecta, 
even to the extent of having heni- 
orrhages. 

Dr. Charles J. Orr gave expert ana- 
tomical testimony and gave it as his 
Opinion that such blows as Miss Kelly 
claims to have receiveq wold not af- 
fect any of the-vital organs. 

Mr. Brown, who Was. one of the wit- 
nesses Tuesday, denied some. things 
stated by Miss mee | to have occurred 
the night of the alleged assault and 
did not remember other things. His only 
clear recollection was of calling up to 
Grace to stop walking the floor.

Dies invoived in the matter.’* rroi, 
Franke objected in ‘his article, chiefly 
to the statement by the President that 
the withdrawal from intercollegiate atn- 
letics by Harvard would be a “confes- 
Sion of weakness and a sign of timid- 
ity.’ “The professor asserted th.t the 
maintenance of intercollegiate athletics 
is not essential to the preservation of 
physical bravery and prowess among the 
Student body at Cambridge, and that 
such a charge in unjust. As proof; he 
cites the dueling system in vogue among 
the German universities. 

Prot. Franke's letter is flatly contro- 
verted, editorially, by the Crimson. The 
student body generally side with the 
President. President Eliot had refused 
to express an opinion on President 
Roosevelt's expression on athletics, 
merely saying. that “every man in en- 
titled to his own opinion.’ Today, how- 
ever, when pressed for an answer -.to 
President Roosevelt, he said: 

“T have always criticized the abuses 
of football and do yet. I think you will 
find that out position with refer@énce to;

Economy of Expense Proposed, 
Balancing the Present 
Annual Deficit. 


Reform that. will save money and 
provide a better quality of magisterial 
timber is predicted by lawyers if For- 
mer Justice John C. Robertson’s bill, 
overhauling the justice courts of St. 
Louis, passes in the Legislature. 

The bill proposes a reduction of the 
number of justices in St. Louis from 11l— 
as at present—to five, and contemplates 
their election-at-large for terms of four 
years each. 

Instead of giving five justices jurls- 
diction in as many disiricts it is 
proposed to clothe them with powers, co- 
extensive with the city, as is the case 
with the judges of the Circuit Court, 
and to have all five in offices in the 
same building, witnin one thousand feet 
of the Courthouse or the City Hall. 

The qualifications for election, aside 
from good moral character and citizen- 
ship, are to be five years’ residence in 
the city and five years’ experience as a 
Jegal practitioner with an age perre- 


Salaries in the Bill. 
Salaries of $3000 a year are provided for 
in the bill for the justices. A general 


clerk is also proposed at a salary of 
$2000 a year and a chief constable at 
$5000 a year who will have to depend on 
the fees of his office for his salary. 

Not more than 15 deputies may be ap- 
pointed by the constable at $100 each 
per year. The total amount of salaries 
to justices and. officers under the Dill 
would be $49,000. Under the.present sys- 
tem the justice courts cost the cily $80,- 
000 annually and fall $25,000 short of be- 
ing self-sustaining.
